I. I am General Patent Counsel for Square D Company. 

II. Mr. William Weizhong Chen is a former employee, who terminated his 
employment with Square D Company on or about June 22, 2001. 

III. My assistant, Karen Pyka, on or about August 22, 2001 , sent to Mr. Chen the 
subject application, together with the Declaration and Assignment documents, 
requesting his review and signature on the documents for filing with the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office. 

IV. On August 23, 2001, Mr. William Chen refused to sign the documents, stating that 
since Square D had not purchased the license of his patent, that he did not think 
he could sign the documents. 
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V. On or about August 28, 2001 , 1 personally spoke with Mr. Chen by telephone, 
who affirmed that he would not sign the Declaration and Assignment documents 
because Square D had not taken a license under his US. Patent No. 5,629,658. 

VI. Mr. Chen has an obligation to assign this invention/application to Square D 
Company as further evidenced by the assignment Agreement he executed on 
August 1, 1994 (copy attached).
